Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a), Applicants hereby petition to file the 
above-identified application without joining of two of three joint inventors.

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DECLARATION OF BRADLEY L . EDGAR 
I, Bradley L. Edgar, declare as follows: 

1. I am a joint inventor in the application for U.S. 
Patent Serial Number 09/831,207 for INTEGRATED APPARATUS FOR 
REMOVING POLLUTANTS FROM A FLUID STREAM IN A LEAN-BURN ENVIRONMENT 
WITH HEAT RECOVERY ("the Application"). 

2. During May of 2001, I received a Declaration for 
Patent Application form ("the Declaration") for the Application 
from the attorneys prosecuting the application. I was instructed 
to sign the Declaration and to have signed it by Dr. Dorriah Page 
and Robert MacDonald, the other two joint inventors in the 
Application. 

3. I forwarded the Declaration to Dr. Page, who 
returned the Declaration to me signed by her. 

4. I then contacted Mr. MacDonald in May of 2001 to 
arrange for him to sign the Declaration. Mr. MacDonald stated that 
he wished to review the Declaration. I then forwarded to him the 
Declaration, requesting that he review it, sign it, and return it 
to me . 

5. By June of 2001, I had not heard from Mr. MacDonald. 
I contacted him again and requested that he sign and return the 
Declaration. He refused to sign the Declaration and stated that he 
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did not wish to assist in any way in prosecution of any patent 
applications assigned to Ceryx, Incorporated ( "Ceryx" ) , of which the 
Application is one. He did not provide any specific reasons for 
his refusal, and he provided no conditions under which he would be 
willing to sign the Declaration. Mr. MacDonald then mailed the 
Declaration back to me unsigned. 

6. I have had no further contact with Mr. MacDonald 
since that communication. 

7. I forwarded the Declaration, along with other 
documents, to Ceryx for forwarding to the attorneys prosecuting the 
Application, Sheppard, Mullin, Richter & Hampton, LLP. I have 
since been informed that the attorneys prosecuting the Application 
have not been able to locate the Declaration, and therefore I have 
signed a second Declaration for Patent Application form for 
submission in the Application.

DECLARATION OF ORAL CAGLAR 
I, Oral Caglar, declare as follows: 

1. I am an attorney of record in the above -identified 
application ("the Application") . 

2. During May of 2001, I forwarded to Bradley L. Edgar, 
Ph.D., a Declaration for Patent Application form ("the 
Declaration") in the Application, for signature by himself and the 
other two named inventors, Dr. Dorriah L. Page and Robert J. 
MacDonald. 

3. In October of 2001, I was informed by Dr. Edgar that 
Dr. Page had signed the Declaration, but that Mr. MacDonald refused 
to do so. Dr. Edgar informed me that he had returned the 
Declaration with the two signatures to Ceryx, Incorporated 
("Ceryx" ), for forwarding to me with other documents. 
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4 . I reviewed our files and was unable to locate the 
signed document or any indication that it was received by my 
office. 

5. I then prepared and sent to Dr. Edgar a duplicate of 
the Declaration for signature and return. I also sent a copy of 
the Declaration to Irwin Chasalow, attorney for Dr. Page, for 
forwarding to Dr. Page for signature and return. 

6. I received the signed Declaration from Dr. Edgar 
shortly after sending it to him. 

7. I did not hear from Dr. Page or Mr. Chasalow for 
approximately three weeks and contacted Mr. Chasalow regarding the 
Declaration. Mr. Chasalow stated that he would follow up with Dr. 
Page to have the Declaration signed. I later received a letter 
dated December 4, 2001 reiterating Mr. Chasalow' s concerns as to 
Dr. Page's obligation to sign the Declaration. 

8. Since receipt of that letter, I have had further 
telephonic and written correspondence with Mr. Chasalow, but he has 
as yet been unwilling to forward to me the Declaration signed by 
Dr . Page .
